He  is 
a  native  of  Williamsport,  Pennsyl- 
vania where  his  father  was  a  former 
Methodist  minister.  Dr.  Bucke  is 
presently  the  editor  of  the  Zions 
Herald,  The  Independent  Method- 
ist Weekly  as  well  as  instructor  of 
relii;ious  journalism,  Boston  Uni- 
versity School  of  Public  Relations. 
In  1947  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Protestant  delegation  to  Yugoslavia 
and  to  the  .Methodist  Ecumenical 
Conference.  Dr.  Bucke  received 
his  A.B.  and  D.D.  from  American 
University  and  his  S.T.B.  from 
Boston  University  School  of  Theol- 
ogy.

The  large  browsing  room  on  the 
main  tloor  of  the  new  library  is 
henceforth  to  be  known  as  the 
Julia  Trump  Rich  Memorial  and 
will  be  appropriately  marked  with 
a  bronze  plaque.

In  March  the  choir 
provided  a  concert  for  the  North- 
eastern Jurisdictional  Conference 
of  the  Women's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  in  Scranton,  Pennsyl- 
vania. On  June  13  th  the  choir  ap- 
pears at  the  Northeastern  Juris- 
dictional Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  in  Harrisburg. 

The  extended  spring  concert 
carried  the  name  of  Lycoming  once 
more  into  the  Philadelphia  area. 
The  group  appeared  at  the  Holmes- 
burg  Methodist  Church  and  St.
